Dec. 19.— j 
A message from Salvador has reached

a small island in the llopango lagoon, 
southeast of the city of San Salvador, | 
'"Tallowing an earthquake shock. 
It is 
asserted, without confirmation, that 
about 170 persons were killed. 


The s'nking of the island is said to 
have followed a aeried 
of 
shocks 
which were felt throughout the re­ 
public. 
The tremors began early in 
the evening and grew in frequency 
and violence as night progressed until 
about midnight when the watchers on 
the shore heard sounds of guns from 
the people on the island. 
Soon after that a great bonfire was 
lighted on the island and at about I 
o’clock a boat load of frightened wom­ 
en and children reached the main­ 
land. 
The survivors 
reported 
that 
other boats were coming, as the 1b 
land was slowly sinking. 
The boatmen of the mainland were 
wired to send aid, but in view of the 
continued shocks and the steadily in­ 
creasing violence of the sea in the 
lagoon they were afraid to venture 
out. 
As they watched another and more 
violent tremble shook the mainland 
and the fire and other lights on the 
Island vanished. 
In the morning not 
a vestige of the 
island 
remained. 
The llopango lagoon was the scene 
of a violent eruption in 1980. 


BIG 
IRRIGATION 
PROJECT 


Over One Million Acres of Semi-Arid 
Lands to Be Reclaimed. 


Spokane, Wash., Dec. 
19.— Prelim ­ 
inary surveys and actual construction 
work will begin early next spring on 
irrigation projects covering more than 
1,000,000 acres of arid and semi-humid 
lands in Eastern and Central W ash­ 
ington. 
The total cost is estimated at 
$55,000,000, provided by private capi­ 
tal. This is exclusive of the federal 
government’s 
projects 
in 
Central 
Washington. 
Most important of 
the irrigation 
plants to be installed is the Quincy 
valley project, IOO miles west of Si>o- 
kane, where 500,000 acres of land will 
be brought under the ditch. 
The cost 
of watering the traet, which is owned 
by ranchers, is estimated at $25,000,

Boston, Dec. 19.—-Richard Olney, in 
his speech as retiring president of 
the Massachusetts Bar association at 
its annual dinner, said: 
“ It would be natural to suppose that 
a country settled by men of the Eng­ 
lish race and notable for its demo­ 
cratic institutions would give to the 
world a shining example of general 
reverence for law and of the purity 
and efficiency of the administration 
of justice. 
“ But the melancholy and undeni­ 
able fact is that we are distinguished 
among the nations for widespread and 
chronic lawlessness, that the court of 
‘Judge Lyncu seems to be constantly 
in session, that lynchings for homi­ 
cide are actually more numerous than 
legal executions; that if a malefactor 
is rich enough the probabilities of his 
suffering the just penalty of the law 
are slim indeed, and that radical re­

Recently Adopted by City Council 


Protesting Against the W. E. 


Johnson “Dry” Order 


It will be remembered that the city 
council of Brainerd adopted resolu­ 
tions protesting against the “ dry" 
order as promulgated by VV’. E. Jo h n ­ 
son, or Pussy Foot, as he is fam iliar­ 
ly 
called. 
These 
resolutions 
em­ 
bodied a report of *he council’s fi­ 
nance committee which stated 
tile 
city would lose $14,000 annually by 
these orders, as well as large water 
end light rentals, taxes ami special 
assessments, 
that 
Johnson’s action 
would seriously impair the revenues 
of tile city and cripple it financially 
and that the order was an invasion 
of local self government. 
Copies of 
the resolutions were ordered sent to 
the president, the secretary of the in ­ 
terior ami all Minnesota senators and 
congressmen. City Clerk Roderick is 
in .receipt of the following replies 
which tend to throw some light on 
the lid question in Brainerd. 


Senator Knute Nelson says: 
You** 
letter enclosing copy of the report of 
the 
finance committee of 
the city 
council of Brainerd and a copy of 
resolutions passed by that body, is at 
hand. 
I will bring all these docu­ 
ments to the attention of the secre­ 
tary of the interior." 
Senator Nel­ 
son also sent the city clerk a copy of 
a communication tho senator received 
from Secretary of the Interior B al­ 
linger which throws some light on 
the Brainerd and Crookston 
situa­ 


tions. 
Mr. Ballinger’s letter reads: 


“ I am in receipt of your letter of 
December 13th forwarding six tele­ 
grams from residents of Crookston, 
Minnesota, in regard to the enforce­ 
ment of Indian treaties affecting the 
sale of liquor in the state of Minne­ 
sota. 
This matter is now 
in 
the 
hands of the president for consider­ 
ation and it is the purpose of the 
president to give hearings to interes­ 
ted parties as to the advisability of 
revoking by proclamation the trea­ 
ties in so far as authority exists in 
the 
president, 
reserving only such 
portions of the territory as are ab­ 
solutely necessary for the protection 
of the indians." 
“ Representative Steenerson is ap­ 
parently opposed to executive action 
on the treaties so far as they affect 
his district. 
These telegrams being 
from his district, it would seem that 
tile parties should apply to him for 
an expression of opinion. 
The tel­ 
egrams are returned herewith.’’ 


Congressman C. R. Davis said the 
resolutions would receive his careful 
attention. 
Congressman Frank M. Nye said 
“ The m at.er is now’ before the pres­ 
ident as r understand it. who has the 
power to modify the treaty, and is, 
I think, quite likely to do so.” 
Congressman F. C. Stevens said: 
“ I am in receipt of your letter en­ 
closing resolutions adopted by the fi­ 
nance committee of the city council 
of Brainerd, requesting a modifica­ 
tion of the Indian treaties as to the 
sale of liquor. 
I am of the opinion 
that something will be accomplished 
toward the end you desire. Of course 
it is too early to state just what the

Phillips, on Saturday afternoon, was 


I generally enjoyed. 
Miss Phillips first gave a brief ac- 
i count of the composer, Charpentier, 
j and his principal works. 
She then 
! analyzed the opera going its general 
character, its aim and the impres- 
1 sion it reaches on an audience. 
She said that while the composer 
did not lay claim to any deeper mo- 


j five, in creating this opera, than a 
i desire to portray his beloved Paris in 
all her seductive charm ; yet, unvon- 
sciously, he has injected into it a so­ 
cial and an economic problem. 
The 
injustice of the French marriage law 
that requires the consent of the par­ 
ents to legalize the nuptials of the 
children, is strongly emphasized. By 
contrasting in a realistic 
manner, 
the grinding toil of the masses with 
the carefree, pleasure-seeing unmoral 
life of Bohemia, in Paris, the compos­ 
er 
has secured 
a 
striking artistic 
effect 
and, 
incidentally, has called 
attention to the injustice 
of 
the 
present 
distribution of the wealth 
that labor creates. 
The ethical effect is questionable. 
Miss Phillips thinks, as the life that 
knows no L w or restraint is made 
very attractive. 
Unlike Shaw or Ib- 
s< n, the composer's idea was merely 
to adorn a tale— not to point a moral 
Miss Phillips’ reading of the opera, 
taking the 
principal 
characters 
in 
turn, was very effective. 
She gave 
d iam atic touches here and there that 
made the characters real 
and 
the 
scenes 
vivid. 
She 
was 
notably 
strong in the scene 
in which 
the 
author-composer (C harpentier) shows 
how inextricably interwoven in the 
heart of Le Bomehe, is the love of 
Paris and the love of his 
sweet­ 
heart. 
Julien and Louise are sitting on 
the porch of their little cottages on 
Montmostre h'll, that overlooks the 
city, and Julien is in the midst of an 
effusion on love and egoism, when th^ 
lights of the city come out, outlining 
the Eifel Tower, the 
Ixmvre 
and 
other pleasure spots. 
The music of 
bands and other joyous sounds, be­ 
longing to the gay life of the city, are 
heard in the distance. 
The charm of his beloved P a ri4 
suddenly casts its spell over Ju lien 
and lie exclaims "W h at were Louise 
without 
Paris— W hat 
were 
Paris 
Without lo u is e !" 
lf the sole object of the author- 
composer is to portray the a ttra c ­ 
tive power of Paris, this is probably 
the climax. 
Miss Phillips was equally strong 
in her analysis of the music of the 
opera. 
She said that while the mus­ 
ical material was limited, the musi­ 
cal 
combinations 
were 
unlimited. 
She spoke of the 
unique 
feature 
which consists in weaving into the 
musical themes the cries of hawkers, 
calls of newsboys and cabmen and 
various other sounds that belong to 
a great city. 
After each act she played the lead­ 
ing motives, explaining 
each 
and 
showing the composer’s 
versatility 
and skill in combinations. 
Miss Phillips has a strong, pleas­ 
ing personality, 
possesses consider­ 
able dramatic ability and 
unusual 
analytical powers. 
This is not her 
first visit to Brainerd and we hope 
it will not be her last.

Our city water is pure and h e a lth ­ 
ful according to reports recently re­ 
ceived from the laboratories of the 
state hoard of health. 
This result 
has been achieved by the introduc- 
t'i n and operation of the germ K'll- 
ing plant recently installed at the 
pump station which chemically treats 
every bit of water pumped into .. e 
city water mains. 
Mr. G. W. .lev ne. 
form.' cly of St. Paul, is in charge of 
tliis work at the pumping station. 
Four samples of river water were 
taken and submitted for analysis and 
the results of the analysis were certi­ 
fied to by H. A. W hittaker, bacteri­ 
ologist and chemist in charge of the 
subdivision of chemistry and approv­ 
ed by F. F. Wesbrook, director of tho 
laboratory division of the state board 
of health. 
Sample No. 1 1,997 was taken front 
the Harrison school near Oak and 16th 
streets and the bacteriological exam ­ 
ination showed a count of 160 bac­ 
teria per cc. 
Bacillus coli were not 
found present in I or IOO cc. amounts 
Sample No. 11,998 was taken from 
the river near the pump house and 
the count showed 300 bacteria cm 
cc. 
Sample No. 11,999 was taken from 
Bluff St. and Seventh Ave., near the 
pumping station. 
The count showed 
55 bacteria. 
Samples No. 12,000 was taken from 
the center of the city, at the Phil 
lips building, 217 
South 
Seventh 
street and showed a count of 80 b a c­ 
teria. 
The bacteria count shows a con­ 
siderable reduction in the number of 
bacteria 
found in 
the water after 
treatment. 
It would seem with the 
application of the proper amount of 
chemical 
that the 
bacterial count 
could be reduced more than indicate! 
by the results unless spore formers 
are multiplying in the mains after 
treatment. 
This is especially 
true 
in sample No. 11,997. 
It is interest­ 
ing to note that the sample of raw 
water taken from 
the 
Mississippi 
river did not show the presence of 
the colon bacillus. 
This examination gives the city r. 
clean bill of health and the chemicals 
used are in a fair way to put an end 
to typhoid fever in our city.
